ON THE WAR PATH 


Natal Police Attacked by Natives in 
Vicinity of Grey Town 


-_————_ — 


Greytown, Natal, Apr. 6.—The Col- 
onial field forces which were concen- 
trating at Impansea, twelve miles 
northwest of Greytown for operations 
against the insurgent chief, Dowbasta, 
the deposed regent of the Greytown dis- 
trict, has been compelled to abandon 
its laager after heavy fighting and re- 
turn to Greytown. A portion of the 
force sent to rescue women and chil- 
dren isolated at Keatesdrift succeeded 
in so doing, but while returning was 
attacked by rebellious natives. A run- 
ning fight was kept up for six miles 
the Zulus continuing the pursuit until 
within a mile of Greytown. Three of 
the Colonial Police were killed and se- 
veral wounded. The remainder are 
safe at Greytown. The police report 
that the rebels are strong in numbers 
and flushed with victory and the of- 
ficials fear further excesses. A strong 
forceofartillery, infantry and mount- 
ed men is moving out of Greytown to 
operate against the rebels. A laager 
has been formed here and every preper- 
ation has been made to defend Grey- 
town in case of attack. An attack on 
the town, however is considered unlike- 


ly to occur the Zulus preferring to 
fight in the rugged country outside.

Montreal, Ap. 6.—The body of little 
four-year-old Ida May Ahern, reported 
missing from her home at 40 Napoleon 
s'reet, St. Cunegond, has been found and

NAPLES ALARMED 


Vesuvius in Serious Eruption and 
Inhabitants Fear a Catastrophe 


Naples, Ap. 7.—Inhabitants in the vic- 
inity of Mount Vesuvius are in a con- 
dition bordering on panic. Homes have 
been abandoned, and the atmosphere has 
been dense with volcanic ashes and the 
fumes of sulphur. Churches are crowd- 
ed day and night with persons praying 
for deliverance from the impending per- 
il threats of which are heard in explo- 
rsons which resemble heavy cannonad- 
ing and in trembling of the earth. -The 
main stream of lava proceeding from 
Vesuvius is two hundred feet wide and 
it advances at times at the rate of 
twenty feet a minute. The intense heat 
heat destroys the vegetation before the 
stream reaches it.

VESUVIUS IN ERUPTION 

Naples, Ap. 6.—The eruption of Mount 
Vesuvius is assuming alarming pro- 
portions. Five streams of burning lava 
are descending the mountain threaten- 
ing everything below. Roaring ex plo- 
sions fre heard for twenty miles 
around. The inhabitants of small vil- 
jlages near the crater are escaping. 
while processions of villagers carrying 
images of caints and madonnas praying 
for a cessation of the eruption are pass- 
ing through the neighboring towns. 
Smoke and ashes are carried so far 
that all Naples is sprinkled with the 


cinders. Neapolitans are not alarmea,- 


in fact they are rather giad, saying that 
the new eruption of Vesuvius is in pre- 
paration for the arrival of King Ed- 
ward, who Icft Marseilles on April 3on 
the royal yacht ‘Victoria and Albert,” 
accompanied by Queen Alexandra.

Under the regulations heretofore in 
torce. entry could be made for an in- 
tending settler by a second party and 
the person in whose name the eniry was 
made had six months in which to take 


up residence on the land and begin set- | 


tlement duties. This arrangement cn- 


abled an intending settler to sccure io- | 


cation in a desirable district by au- 
thorizing a sscond party already in the 
country to locate for him. In the cas2 
ofanumber coming from one locality it 
was particularly advantageous, as it en- 
abled one or more members to precede 
the party, visit various districts and 
locate for the others in what they con- 
sideread the most desirable locality.

Text of the Report Made by Mr. Kelsch to the City Counci 


and Presented to that 


To the Hon. Mayor and. Council, City 
of Edmonton .Alberta: 

Gentiemen,—iIn compliance with your 
request for a repert on manual vs. au- 
tomatic telephone system, that would 
best meet the requirements for your 
proposed new municipal telephone ex- 
change, | beg to report as follows: 

Being thoroughly posted on the cen- 
tral energy Or’ common battery manu- 
aliy operated system, I at once proceed- 
ed to investigate the merits of theau- 
tomatic system. 


When advising you that I could in- | 


vestigate and report on the manual vs. 
the automaiic telephone systems I was 
not aWare of the progress that has been 
made with the automatic telephone sys- 
tems, and had no idea of the necessity 
of making such a close and careful 
study of the subject. which necessitated 
much more time and travelling than 
originally contemplated. 

After visiting several automatic ex- 
changes and finding a difference in con- 
struction details, I concluded it would 
be necessary to go to Chicago and take 
up the guestion direct with the Auto- 
matic Eleciric Co., who are the manu- 
facturers of the Strowger Automatic 
Telephone System, with whom I previ- 
ously had cOnsiderable correspondence. 

I remained in Chicago for five days, 
during which time I made a thorough 
examination of the automatic system 
installed there some five yearsago, both 
from the subscribers’ end of the line 
and the exchange end of the system. 
{I found that practically all automatic 
telephone subscribers also had a Bell 
telephone; that the Bell -phone was 
used as a general rule. Some parties, 
however, preferred the automatic tele- 
phones, and,,on enquiry, I found that 
the preference was due to the fact that 
the automatic was so little used that 
there was little or no delay when it 
was used. 

With respect to the exchange, I 
found that while the exchange had been 
p use about five years, it was consid-

| automatic telephone still a novelty, and 
| giving satisfactory service, no @ifficul- 
ty was experienced in obtaining a list 
| of satisfactory testimonials. 

In the meantime the New England 
Co, (Bell) realized that they must meet 
j the new competition, and they imme- 
diately changed their rather obsolete 
system to central energy; put out new 
| phones, increased the capacity and ef- 
;ticiency of the operating staff, adopt- 
ed an entirely new policy with respect 
}to the treatment of the public, and -in 
| general, made the system as near per- 
fect as it is possible to make it. 


I asked my informant if he had any 
preference for one or the other, and 
jand he replied, “I was a strong advo- 
;} cate of the auto, but so long as the 
Bell remains as it is at present I pre- 
fer it to the Auto.” 

My informant was frank and, I be- 

lieve, unbiased, and, in making his 
|} statements, he carefully weighed each 
| question before replying. 
I interviewed a number of people in 
| Portland, the majority of whom gave 
off hand answers; some favored the 
| Auto. and some the Bell. 


| I visited the Portland Company's ex- 
change and spent some time with the 
|; manager and electrical engineer, and 
| made a careful study of the working of 
|the plant. I learned that this plant 
jhas been in service less than. three 
|} years, but was not ai all up to date. 
A number of defects had developed and 
i}l was advised to inspect another ex- 
|change that was more up to date. 


While in the switch room of the 
Portland exchange, and to illusirate the 
| working of the system, a number of 
|calls were made by means of telephones 
| located in the switch room; one call 
| was made eleven times, and failed to 
}connect three times. The trouble was 
jlocated in one of the automatic 
\switches. To take care of this kind of 
trouble, two men were required on duty 
at all times of the day and night. 
There are 1800 lines connected in this 
exchange. Before visiting the plantI 
was told that one man could easily take 
care of 2000 switches. 

In the Portland excharige, all _ toll 
line connections and all calls from pay 
stations require operators, and it is ne-¢ 
|cessary in connection with this auto- 
matic exchange to have five Or six op- 
| erators. 

My investigation with respect tothe 
Strowger automatic “telephone system, 
as manufactured by the Automatic 
Electric Co. of Chicago, which system 
is the only one that has been put into 
practical operation’ to any extent, has 
convinced me that while the automatic 
telephone invention has reached a re- 
markably advanced vosition in the tele- 
phone field, and I must admit I was 
agreeably and very much surprised at 
the advancement made, yet, I do not 
hesiiate to say that before this system 
has reached a perfected, satisfactory and 
be made, and that the plant ordered 
and built to-day would, in a large 
measure, be obsolete in many respects 
in three years, and completely out of 
date in five years. I visited several of 
the Strowger automatic exchanges and

visit to the factory improvements such 
as new designs of one thing and an- 
other were pointed out to me, toshow

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Mr. Mackay informed me thal they 
expected to reduce the time required to 
make the connection. However, I con- 
sider many changes must be made be- 
fore the Lorrimer Automatic Telephone 
system will be standardized, perfected 
and ready for regular hard usage, it 
must successfully withstand in regular 
ser vice. 

The Peterborough plant has been in- 
stalled about six months, and in that 
short time, several devices connected 
with the system, have been abandoned. 

This exchange is really the first 
practical trial of the Lorrimer system. 
The plant consisted of five banks of 
automatic switches, each bank having 
capacity for 100 subscribers lines, mak- 
ing the total capacity of the exchange 
500 subscribers. While put 125 lines 
have been connected, one attendant 
seemed all that was necessary to look 
after the exchange. I was told by the 
manager that, notwithstanding the fact 
that his plant was just installed, the 
subscribers telephone would in the tu- 
ture be made entirely different from 
the one now in operation, and switch 
board modified, ail of which seemed to 
indicate that, notwithstanding the fact 
that the inventors have been working 
on this system for nine years, it is 
far from being completed. Mr. Mac- 
kay also admitted that they were not 
in a position to economically turn out 
a plant such as would be necessary 
to meet the requirements of the city of 
Edmonton. 

While in this Peterborough exchange, 
I noticed one thing which is more or 
less of a disadvantage in any automa- 
tic system, that is, if a telephone is 
in use it is simply impossible to get 
connected with that telephone until the 
party using it has finished talking and 
hung up the telephone. During my vi- 
sit and while intheexchange telephone 
No. 46,.a reside ntial phone was in ser- 
vice, the owner who wasat his place of 
business and who also has another au- 
tomatic telephone No. 176 tried to get 
communication with his house. He 
called and got the busy signal. Inside 
of four minutes he had called four 
times. Mr. MacKay stated ‘“‘The next 
thing he will do is to call us and want 
to know what is wrong with his house 
telephone.’ He was quite angry, but 
had to wait for some time until the 
telephone in his residence was disen- 
gaged. This might prove a very seri- 
ous matter in case a person wished, at 
any time, to call the police station or 


the fire alarm office to send in an} 


alarm. 

With reference to the secrecy of the 
automatic telephone system, the Au- 
tomat.c cOmpany lay cOng derable stress 
on the fact as they claim that their 
system is entirely secret. The fact re- 
mains that one or two attendants in 
the Automatic Telephone 
could listen to any conversation over 
any telephone line, and it would be a 
very easy matter for a dishonest tel- 
ephone attendant to obtain and dispose 
of any information sent through an au- 
tomatic telephone exchange. 

With respect to Edmonton's require- 
ments, it appears to the writer that the 
distance from Edmonton to _ farmers, 
neighboring towns, and distant vil- 
lages, towns and cities, as far as Win- 
nipeg will result in a large demand 
for toll. connection, and for a party line 
service, owing to the great distances. 
The writer believes that party line ser- 
vice will become an important factor 
in the business and that the party line 
service will grow very fast. The sit-
